See for example U.S. Patents 5,748,824 to Smith; 6,031,956 to Li et al; 6,212,322 to Ma 
et al; 6,421 ,491 to Liu; and 6,424,777 to Ma and 6,442,320 to Danziger et al. However, the prior 
art of record fails to motivate or disclose the total dispersion being greater than 50 ps/nm/km.
